“Descriptions and illustrations of the trees growing independently 
of cultivation in North America, north of Mexico and the West 
Indies.”” — Explanatory title. The chief reason for the recommenda- 
tion of this volume is that, while popular in form and text, it is more 
comprehensive than the excellent brief works already obtainable. 
Its large, bulky proportions and weight preclude its use for field 
work or as a handy reference volume. ‘The scope is very similar to 
Sargent’s Manual (1905, Houghton) and Hough’s Handbook (1907, 
Booklist, 4:103 Ap 08) It is more popular in form and description 
than Sargent’s Manual but inferior in illustration, both as to the 
quality of reproduction and occasionally as to the tree photographed. 
Hough’s Handbook is also superior in illustration, but the descrip- 
tions, while more valuable for their technical and economic data, are 
less popular and as a whole less complete than Britton’s; the volume 
has better proportions, but is poorly bound and more expensive. 
Libraries having Sargent will find Britton useful as meeting a differ- 
ent need; those having Hough will perhaps not find Britton necessary. 
The small library should have Sargent if possible, and the smaller, 
less expensive works.

Discusses the nature and destiny of human personality. Part 1 
takes up the early spiritistic and psychic phenomena for their histor- 
ical interest and then considers the work of modern psychopathologists. 
Part 2 takes up the survival after death of human personality and 
the investigations of the Society for psychical research. The book 
may be ranked between the ultra-scientific and the ‘‘crank’’ theories, 
and is of special interest as summing up what the scientific study of 
personality has contributed to therapeutics and as an estimate of the 
work of the Society for psychical research. A chapter is devoted to 
the bibliography of the subject. A large part of the work appeared 
originally in A ppleton’s magazine.

The book is confined to 
the question of an inexpensive, nutritious but dainty and satisfying 
table, and all the items that enter into that problem are taken up. 
A large part of the book appeared in Good housekeeping.

Forty-nine pages 
are given to Alonso Cano, including a list of the most important 
sculptures, carvings and other works ascribed to him. The text 
shows considerable research, and compares favorably with the 
author’s earlier work in this series; it is, however, unfortunate that he 
is not the master of a more attractive style of presentation.

Each chapter is to be written by an authority, 
English, American or continental, and to have a sufficient biblio- 
graphy. The authority of some of the many contributors to these 
two volumes may be questioned, the treatment in the main is cyclo- 
pedic rather than continuous, and the general trend linguistic more 
than literary, but the work as a whole will from its scope and nature 
be a valuable tool in larger libraries.

A live, picturesque account of the McCormick reaper and its fol- 
lowers, from its first trial on a hillside farm in Virginia by its inven- 
tor in 1831 to the incorporation of the International Harvester Com- 
pany in 1902. The last two chapters are on the American harvester 
abroad and the harvester and the American farmer. Both subject 
and popular treatment should recommend it to farming communities, 
especially in the Middle West. Its slightly sensational style may 
attract older boys, for whom it is particularly suitable. Four of the 
five chapters were printed in Everybody’s magazine.

definition of nature study. It supplements but does not supersede 
Hodge’s Nature study and life (Ginn, 1902), which does not outline 
definite courses, but is the teacher’s treasure house of inspiration and 
suggestion.
